Nerve Gas Arms Race 


(ZNS) A British scientist warns 
that the United State's crash 
programs to develop new binary 
nerve gas weapons will probably 
set off a nerve gas arms race around 
the world. 

Dr. Julian Robinson of the 
University of Sussex makes this 
prediction in a paper to be 
presented to the American 
Chemical Society convention next 
month. 

Dr. Robinson discusses the pos- 
sible consequences if the United 
States succeeds in perfecting 
binary nerve gases, a project the 
Pentagon is strongly in favor of. 
Binary nerve gases are gases which 
are harmless when released 
separately but which become 
instantly fatal to most forms of life

“Psychiatry Vs. The Poor’ 


By Richard Crew 


Though psychiatry is seen by 
the public and portrayed by 
psychiatrists as the “diagnosis and 
treatment of mental illness,” it Is 
really a technique for the social 
control of the poor, the helpless, 
and other powerless or dissident 
groups in society. according to 
Ronald Leifer, and 
author, who adds that his position 
is shared by *.001 per cent” of his 
fellow psych: atrists. 

Leifer, speaking on the topic 
“Psychiatry vs. the Poor” Wednes- 
day afternoon, pointed out that 
psychiatry is not opposed to the 
poor because its services are 
unavailable to them or because 
psychiatrists cater only to affluent 
clients, but because mental hos- 
pitals are weapons of class conflict 

Involuntary confinement of 
poor people, blacks, women, the 


psychiatrist 


when mixed together by an ex- 
piosion and released into the en- 
vironment 

The United States claims it is 
developing the gases for defensive 
purposes only not to be used 
unless another nation uses nerve 
gases first. 

This concept, argues Dr. 
Robinson, is totally unrealistic. He 
states that other nations will be 
forced to develop their own nerve 
gases if the United States continues 
with its plans. He predicts that if 
the U.S. program progresses much 
more, there will be a world wide 
nerve gas race similar to the arms 
race. 

Dr. Robinson estimates that the 
binary nerve gas program will cost 
the U.S. at least $2 billion.

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Senators Oppose 
Military Spending

“Close the windows, they're 
coming through the doors; close 
the doors, they're coming through 
the windows.” U.S. Senator Alan 
Cranston (D-Calif) said as he led a 
dozen liberal Democratic Senators 
before the Armed Services Com- 
mittee in Washington to oppose 
the Nixon administration’s request 
for more money to supplement 
military aid in South Vietnam 


The committee. under acting 
chair Senator Stuart Symington 
(D-Mo.), is holding hearings on 
whether an extra $474 million 
should be added to the $1.126 
billion authorized tor 
military aid to Vietnam 

It was noted by Cranston that 
the administration had originally 
asked for $1.6 billion for Vietnam 
in 1974, but Congress instead im- 
posed a ceiling of $1.126 billion.

“Now the administration is 
again trying to get that extra $474 
million only this time through 
the backdoor of the supplemental 
appropriation request,” Cranston 
continued. “The additional $474 
million the administration wants is 
for South Vietnam in 1974. It also 
wants an extra $474 million for 
Saigon in 1975." These additional 
requests, if appropriated, would 
make up for the difference not 
received when the administration 
first requested $1.6 billion for Viet- 
nam in 1974 


By some coincidence. the ad- 
ministration is already receiving 
$474 million for the next three 
months through the Military As- 
sistance Service Funded 
(M.A.S.F.) program, according to 
Congresswoman Patricia 
Schroeder of Colorado 


What is M.A.S.F.? 


That is 
Congresswoman Schroeder is try- 
ing to find out. She thinks the Pen- 
tagon has been hiding money 
through this program to support 
U.S. military activities in Cam- 
bodia. M_A_S.F. 1s part of the Pen- 


tagon budget 
She has submitted a list of some 


38 questions to the Pentagon in an 
effort to try to find out if the money 
1s being used to support military of 
C.1.A. etforts in Cambodia. None 
of her questions were answered. 
but the Pentagon gave her a briet 
which

related.” 

The General Accounting Office 
was asked to investigate the 
program. The accounting office 
was unable to tell Schroeder what, 
or even where, the M.A.S.F 
money is going. But it noted that 
the Pentagon had already spent 
more money on the program than 
has been authorized by Congress. 


The Wasting of American Dollars 


“We have finally stopped was- 
ting American lives in Vietnam, we 
must now stop wasting American 
dollars there, too.” Cranston said. 

That any American effort in 
Cambodia ts being financed with 
M.A.S.F money, “suspects” 
Congresswoman Schroeder. 

Recently, the Washington Post 
and former Indochina veterans 
have charged that the U.S. in 
violation of a 1970 act of Congress, 
is advising or supporting group 
troops in Cambodia. Senator 
Cranston feels that the U.S. should 
“rapidly phase out™ future Vietnam 
spending, because of the “financing 
continuing combat and violations 
of the Paris peace agreement.”

When I was in Navy boot camp

Film producer Jerry Bruck 
successtully arranges a collage of 
speeches, interviews, spontaneous 
conversations, and everyday ac- 
tivities into a creative insight of an 
endangered Washington species 
the honest man. Bruck’s three years 
of effort result in a detailed film of 
a fascinating ferret-like creature, 
Isidor Feinstein (Izzy) Stone, an 
impassioned, outraged, almost- 
never-wrong newsman. 

Joming the news profession at 
the tender age of 14, Stone wrote 
editorials for the New York Post 
during the 1930's, worked as the 
Washington correspondent for 
The Nation, and contributed to the 
New York daily PM (a paper which 
sold no advertisements for finan- 
cial support). When the witch 
hunts of the 1950's dried up the cir- 
culation of unorthodox 
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newspapers (like the PAZ), Stone 
found himself out of work, with lit- 
tle savings and four children. In 
1953, the crusty writer pieced 
together 5300 subscribers by using 
old subscription lists and began his 
one-man newspaper, 1. F. Stone's 
Weekly. When he published his last 
paper two years ago, he was still the 
researcher, writer, editor, 
publisher and proofreader, as he 
was when he began 19 years ago. 

In the days of beautiful. charis- 
matic people in the movies, I.F 
Stone happily falls below the stan- 
dard. Stanley Kauffmann fondly 
describes him: “looking like a kin- 
diy bespectacied chipmunk, Stone 
squeaks his falsetto ‘hello’ into 
telephones, burrows into files, and 
enjoys himself like crazy itn this pic- 
ture.” 

His criticisms expressed in the 
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film have the stature and 
philosophic breadth to stand for 
some time to come. In the opening 
scene, Stone is shown telling a 
group, “The first thing is, every 
government ts run by liars, and 
nothing they say should be 
believed. That's a prima facie as- 
sumption. 7 

Stone ts no sentimentalist about 
people. He began as a Communist 
anarchist and ts now (his term) a 
counter-revolutionary going on 67 
years who insists to college 
audiences that their “revolution” 
without politics is just childish tan- 
trum. “Your talk about “Power to 
the People’.” he says, “if people 
ever came to power, we'd all be in 
jaul!™ 

The man with the constantly 
ruffled hair also hoids no special, 
isolated spot for fellow journalists. 
After accepting an award at the 
George Polks Award Banquet, 
Stone responded, “f want you to 
know that this ts my first’ es- 
tablishment award.” Izzy reminded 
the press pooh-bahs there that 
Polk was the “first journalistic vic- 
tim of the Cold War... he was the 
‘Z ot the 1940's: murdered by the 
Greek police who tried to frame the 
murder on the lett. George was the 
only iriend the left had.” The stony

(ZNS) Justice Department of- 
ficials in the Baltimore area have 
been sevving electronic listening 
devices from loca! automobile 
dealers. devices which have been 


used as part of a covert sales 
scheme 
According to the U.S. At- 


torney’s office in Baltimore, the 
listening strategy is “common prac- 
tice” in the auto sales industry. The 
way the scheme works is simple 

A sales person’s private office is 
bugged with a wire leading to a 
speaker in another nearby office. 
The sales person completes the 
sales pitch, and then leaves poten- 
tial customers — perhaps a hus- 
band and wife— by themselves in 
the office 

By stepping down the hall, the 
sales staff can overhear the couple 
talk over the pros and cons of the 
car, whether they like the sales per- 
son or how mich they are really 
willing to spend. 

A few minutes later, say 
government investigators, the sales 
person reappezrs. As if by magic, 
the sales representative answers 
most of their questions, dispels 
their doubts, and often ends up 
selling them a car they may not 
want.

Much to my surprise, there was no admission charge and no cam- 
ping charge. This was the first surprise of the return-expedition. 

1 drove through the park to the most commercialized area, figur- 
ing to get it over with as soon as possible, known as the Manzanita 
Lake complex. Around the lake was a general store, an expensive- 
looking lodge. a gift shop, and, of course, a hamburger stand. While | 
stood around watching everybody eating their “Volcano Burgers” 
and writing their post cards. I noticed the abundance of out-of-state 
license plates. 

| walked down the paved path from the Lodge to Manzanita Lake 
and saw all the young ladies out getting ther suntans, their parents 
far enough away so that they could project that “out-on-our-own™ 
look. Many of the sweet young couples had rented some of the row 
boats for hire and were paddling around the lake. stopping at the 
man-made beach every so oftento pick up something to eat. | became 
bored with the show and wandered back upto the “complex” at dusk 

As Larrived at the “Volcano Burge: joint there was a black-tailed 
deer with her twin fawns, munching on the grass pianted between the 
gas station and the general store. | watched them for a few minutes 
but then my attention was attracted to the tourists who were waiting 
in line for their food from the burger shop 

None of them seemed to notice the deer. A few of the people 
glanced up every so often, but most were uninterested. To me, this 
was absurd. I doubt if I could ever grow tired of the beauty of those 
graceful animals and here was a doe with two spotted twin fawns. | 
was beginning to feel alienated. 

As it was getting dark, I set out to see what the Manzanita Lake 
campground was like.

Kent State Probe 


Justice 


(ZNS) The U.S. Justice 
Department which has been 
conducting a grand jury inves- 
tigation into the 1970 killings at 
Kent State — 1s itself the target of a 
congressional investigation. A 
judiciary subcommittee 
reports it plans to gold hearings in 
an etfort to find out why it has 
taken nearly four years for the 
Kent State matter to be thoroughly 
investigated 

The committee investigating the 
Justice Department's handling of 
the Kent State case is the House 
Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Constitutional Rights and Civil 
Liberties. The committee’s chief 
counsel, Allen Parker, has told the 
Cleveland Press that evidence 
collected in the hearings “could go 
to the full House Judiciary Com- 
‘mittee inits impeachment inquiry.” 

The subcommittee’s 
tigation will center on the role of 
high Nixon administration of- 
ficials in delaying the Kent State 
grand jury probe. Former At- 
torney Genera! John Mitcheli per- 
sonally called off a proposed grand 
jury probe in 1971; the following 
year, Mitchell’s successor, Richard 
K leindienst, also blocked 4 reopen-

“After 20 million years of life on 
earth. this creature is becoming ex- 
tinct after only 200 years of man's 
exploitation.” The American 
Alligator is only one of the vanish- 
ing animals exhibited by the Sac- 
ramento Zoo. 

Zoos are providing the only 
livable habitats for some of these 
endangered species. At the Sac- 
ramento Zoo, a program is under 
way to bring attention to vanishing 
animals. On the cage, a large red 
circle with a skull is the sign to 
denote scarcity of certain animals. 
Sacramento displays several such 
animals such as the orang-utan, the 
black panther, the jaguar and the 
mar gay. 

Zoos have an exchange 
program to encourage repro- 
duction of rare animals. The zooin 
Sacramento has animals on loan 
from World Wildlife Safari in

Oregon as well as other zoos 

The entire nature of wildlife has 
changed. Unless more heed and 
care to an animal's natural sur- 
roundings are given, zoos will 
replace survival in the wild. 
Animals will adapt to caged en- 
vironments, not a free, outdoor 
one. Instead of evolving and 
changing as the elements deter- 
mine, the creatures will remain 
constant in their constant cells. 

For 35 cents, a trip through the 
Sacramento Zoo allows a viewing 
of the vanishing animals. On ex- 
tremely hot days, try to imagine 
how the zoo makes a natural en- 
vironment for the polar bears. 

People flock to 2008 to see 
animals that could be observed in 
its natural world if carelessness and 
exploitation weren't man’s prime 
motive. Zoos should bea sample of 
the wildlife, not the only existing 
life

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Part One: Athletes and Scholarships 


“From This Angle”

In a majority of colleges and 
universities. a student's athletic 
ability is worth far more than 
another student's tuition. An 
athietic scholarship today plays a 
vital role in the student's selection 
of a particular campus 

It used to be — and some argue 
it still is that institutions of 
higher learning were for the 
scholastic achiever. It is not so for 
schools in the Big Ten, for exam- 
ple, and hasn't been for some time 

True. those wishing to excell in 
a particular scholastic endeavor 
may still do so, but will have todo 
it on their own. An athlete will get 
help. a scholarship-school athlete, 
that is. One must remember, too. 
that at these larger campuses the 
ratio of students to faculty is so 
outrageously out of proportion 
that it really fair to the 
students. 

There ts an exception though 
That exception exists on this cam- 
pus and with our athletic 
department. Coach after coach 
talked to indicated enthusiastically 


isn’t 


that once a student or athlete 
finishes his eligibility or graduates, 
he is welcomed back at any time to 
discuss matters or propose items, 
and will be heard and recognized. 
True, this campus does not 
recognize the athletic scholarships 
so prized by many well-deserving 
athletes. Nonetheless, this campus 


* does recognize the old Ivy League 


tradition; scholastics first, athletics 
second. 


Is this traditional approach of 
not having athletic scholarships 
available good or harmful when 
recruiting for future talent? Over 
the years, this approach has been 
both. Recently, however, our cam- 
pus teams have run into not only 
run-of-the-mill seasons, but also 
have had to produce with talent 
that otherwise may not have gotten 
to play elsewhere 


Our coaching staff has met 
numerous recruiting problems 
over the years, but continues to 
reach out because of pride instilled 
in not only themselves, but also this 
school. A majority of the coaches 
agree that the type of program 


which Sac State has is much less 
hectic than the = scholarship 
programs at Fresno, San Diego, 
and San Jose. Their program is 
really one of survival: produce and 
win at all costs, or quickly more 
out. These programs leave little 
room for putting out less than total 
effort by the athlete. And now. 
with the new NC2A rule limiting 
athletic scholarhips to one year at a 
time, there leaves even kess room 
for the athlete to foul up during the 
season. 

Praise the winning and damn 
the losing. That's what it boils 
down to in the programs which 
offer athletic scholarships. For if 
the coach ts not winning constan- 
tly, and the athlete is not per- 
forming dutifully, each will be out- 
side looking in the following 
season. It's that simple. 

But in Sacramento, even 
without the scholarships, times are 
a changin’. The traditional Ivy 
League approach has worked in 
the past and undoubtedly will do 
likewise in the future. It has to, for 
that’s the only program Sac State 
has

Even my first-year 
skiing chum (a constant com- 
panion) felt like showing off at this 
computer-designed ski area.

While being held in jail on her 
33rd arrest, Rosa made a remark 
which a nearby policeman mis- 
takenly took tor a sign of mental 
She was sent to Bellevue 
psychiatric eXx- 


illness 
Hospital for a 
amination 

Rosa protested her involuntary 
hospitalization to the psychiatrists 
She had left Romania to escape 
Persecution. and saw her in- 
voluntary hospitalization as fur- 
ther persecution. and her psychiat- 


ristS as persecutors. But the 
Bellevue psychiatrists saw her 
protests about anti-Semitic 


Persecution as an indication of 
paranoia. She was transferred toa 
mental hospital in upstate New 
York where she remained for 30 
years 

Leifer added that, when a per- 
son 1s locked up in a mental hos- 
pital for 30 years. “that’s when you 
go crazy.” 

Leiter also provided an_his- 


torical and = anthropological 
perspective on the treatment of 
mental ulness. Primitive human 
societies, Leifer explained. are 
characterized by _— classless, 
homogeneous social structure. 


Their methods for dealing with 
deviant behavior, Leifer noted, 
have been labeled by the an- 
thropologist Levi-Strauss as “can- 
nibalistic.” 

According to Leifer, a primitive 
society attempts through _ per- 
suasion to talk the offender out of 
his deviant behavior. The society 
will attempt to re-integrate the 
offender into the social group. This 
contrasts, Leifer noted, with what 


Levi-Strauss called the “an 
thropoemic” behavior of class- 
structured societies, where the 


deviant is expelled from the social 
body. 

The agricultural revolution, 
Leifer explained, led to surplass 
production and to the = ac- 
cumulation of wealth, which led to 
class stratification. The  ac- 
cumulation of wealth also brought 
about the breakdown of tribal lore 
and tradition. The result of all 
these trends was the emergence of 
feudal society. 

In feudal society, treatment of 
deviant behavior moved from the 
cannibalistic to the anthropoemic. 
Where deviant persons were not 
seen as a threat to the social order, 
they were allowed to remain free 

The antecedents of the modern 
mental hospital, Leifer explained, 
arose in 16th century France. 
Various institutions, both 
poorhouses and hospitals, were es- 
tablished for the confinement of 
the poor. And the French 
Revolution, while it struggled for 
“liberty, equality and fraternity” 
and did achieve an end to the ar- 
bitrary imprisonment of the poor, 
did not eliminate altogether the 
class structure in French society. In 
post-revolutionary France, mental 
iliness provided a new ideology for 
suppression of the poor
